The canal boat Barney Bird
wni earried threugh the breach and left a mile
distunt, pomewhat damaged. Two men acda
woman were on the boat, butl escaped injury.
The canal authorities are taking active measures
to repair the break. The earth will have to be
drawn a considerable distunee.
